Official sources said the Prime Min i 
ister promised he would try to have the number of people int- 
errogating the detainees increased so that detention periods could 
be shortened. The Lebanese army rounded up hundreds of men. 
including many Palestinians, and uncovered large arms caches 
when they took control of west Beirut after the evacuation of 
Palestinian commandos.

Japan in December 


TOKYO f R) — King Hussein will 
make a four-day visit to Japan 
early next month for talks with 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone, a foreign ministry spo- 
kesman said Saturday. The spo- 
kesman said King Hussein would 
fly to Tokyo on Dec. 9 after vis- 
iting the Soviet Union and China. 
The Jordanian Monarch would 
have an audience with Emperor 
Hirohito. he said. 


Ceausescu arrives 
in Kuwait 


KUWAIT (R) — Romanian Pre- 
sident Nicolae Ceausescu arrived 
in Kuwait Saturday for talks with 
the Emir. Sheikh Jaber AJ Ahmed 
Al Sabah, and other leaders of the 
Gulf state. Mr. Ceausescu was 
expected to discuss relations bet- 
ween the two countries and the 
Middle East situation, official sou- 
rces said. The Romanian pre- 
sident, due to leave on Monday, 
was on his way home after a 
week-long tour of Southeast Asia. 
Kuwait is the only Gulf state to 
have diplomatic relations with 
Eastern Europe and Mr. Cea- 
usescu made his first visit here 
three years ago. while Sheikh 
Jaber visited Romania in Sep- 
tember last year during a tour of 
Eastern Europe. Sheikh Jaber has 
urged fellow members of the Gulf 
Cooperation Council, which inc- 
ludes Saudi .Arabia, to establish 
ties with the eastern bloc to bal- 
ance strong links with the West. 


Maneka challenges 
Mrs. Gandhi in

NEW DELHI t R) — Maneka 
Gandhi] rebel daughter-in-law of 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
Saturday took another step tow- 
ards open political warfare with 
the Indian premier by announcing 
her fledgling party would contest 
two state elections in January. 
Maneka, 26, who has been att- 
acking the way the government is 
run in speeches across the country, 
is leader of the Sanjay Vichar 
Manch (Sanjay Ideas Org- 
anisation). She has vowed to turn 
the group, formed to promote the 
ideas of her late husband. Mrs. 
Gandhi's younger son. into a for- 
mal political party. On Saturday 
she said the group would contest 
assembly elections in the states of 
Karnataka and Andhra Pradesh 
on Jan. 15. 


Daily Telegraph’s 
print workers 
call off strike 


LONDON ( R) — Print workers at 
the Daily Telegraph agreed Sat- 
urday to end a strike that has hal- 
ted London production of the 
right-wing newspaper for 10 days. 
The strike, opposed by the pri- 
nters’ own union, began in protest 
at company plans to close one of 
its bank of printing presses to save 
money in the face of mounting los- 
ses. General Manager Hugh Law- 
son said representatives of the 450 
strikers had agreed the machine 
could be withdrawn in exchange 
for a larger share of the savings 
than previously offered. On Sat- 
urday afternoon the printworkers 
were due to start producing the 
sister paper, the Sunday. Tel- 
egraph. which was also prevented 
from publishing last week because 
of the strike. The Daily-Telegraph, 
which normally sells 1.4 million 
copies a day. countered the strike 
•by Increasing production in the 
northern city of- Manchester and 
900.000 copies primed there Fri- 
day night were delivered thr- 
oughout the country Saturday 
morning.

Syrian capital at the end of a mee- 
ting of the PLO Central Council 
criticised the Reagan plan for not 
envisaging an independent Pal- 
estinian stale hut did not reject it. 

In answering a question on the 
Jordanian reaction to the PLO sta- 
tement. Mr. Abu Odeh told the 
Jordan Times: “Jordan is studying 
the PLO response (to the Reagan 
plan) as the topic will be discussed 
bv His Majesty the King and the 
PLO chairman during their talks 
in Amman"

conferred at Al Nadwa Palace on 
Saturday evening.

DUBLIN (R) — Garret -Fitz- 
Gerald, who is almost certain to 
head a new Irish government, has 
repeated a call for an early mee- 
ting with British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher to discuss the 
future of British-ruled Northern 
Ireland. In an interview Friday 
night. Dr. FitzGerald said one of 
his top priorities would be to seek 
talks as soon as possible after the 
ground had been prepared by for- 
eign ministers. He said it was nec- 
essary to repair the damage in 
Anglo-Irish relations caused by 
Dublin’s decision to withdraw 
from European Community san- 
ctions against Argentina over the 
Falklands crisis. Dr. FitzGerald" s 
Fine Gael Party increased its share 
of the vote in Wednesday s gen- 
eral election and is now expected 
to form a coalition with the small 
Labour Party. 


Arab mission puts off visit to London 


RAB AT ( R) — An Arab League 
Middle East peace mission has 
postponed a visit to London bec- 
ause the British government ref- 
uses to confer with a member of 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO). reliable sources 
here said Saturday. 

A committee of seven, led by 
King Hassan of Morocco, was to 
have held talks with Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher and For- 
eign Secretary Francis Pym on 
Dec. 2. 

Set up by the Arab summit con- 
ference in Fez in September, the 
committee aims to obtain the sup- 
port of the five permanent mem- 
bers of the U.N. Security Council 
(Britain. China. France, the Soviet 
Union and the U.S.) for an Arab 
plan which implies recognition of 
Israel in return for the creation of 


an independent Palestinian state. 

The sources said Britain had 
refused to accept a PLO rep- 
resentative as a member of the 
committee. It. is understood the 
decision to postpone the visit was 
conveyed to ambassadors of the 
six Arab states on the committee 
by Moroccan Foreign Minister 
M’hamed Boucena Friday night. 

In London, the Foreign Office 
said Saturday the Arab' League 
had told Britain the mission would 
not visit London because of Bri- 
tish plans for the reception of a 
member of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said the British government, 
which has always rejected direct 
top-level contact with the PLO. 
had put forward proposals under 
which all members of the del- 


egation could be received in Lon- 
don. He did not disclose at what 
level. 


The league had rejected this- 
proposal, he said. 

“We have had indications that 
they are not coming," the spo- 
kesman said. “We hope these ind- 
ications are only a first reaction. 
We would greatly regret the can- 
cellation of this visit." 

Arab diplomatic sources said in 
London Friday that Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher had made 
clear she was not prepared to sec a 

PLO representative in the del- 
egation. The sources said it was 
pointless to talk about the Arab 
League's peace plans without rhe 
PLO which, as the voice of the 
Palestinians was the key to peace 
in the Middle East. 


When the last Arab League del- 
egation visited Britain in July, it 
included the PLO’s foreign affairs 
spokesman. Farouk Kaddoumi. 


The delegation saw Deputy For- 
eign Secretary Douglas Hurd but 
Mr. Kaddoumi departed before it 
called on Mrs. Thatcher. 

The Foreign Office said the 
Arab League had asked Britain 
formally six days ago if it could 
include a PLO delegate and the 
British government had con- 
sidered the request very seriously, 
putting its plan to the members of 
the mission Friday. 


The British position, restated by 
Mr. Pym on Tuesday, is that it 
would be inappropriate to see the 
PLO until it renounces violence 
and recognises Israel's righi to 
exist. 


Dajani: Jordan- PLO 


relation is ‘special’ 


DOHA (Petra) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Exe- 
cutive Committee Member 
Ahmad Sudqi Al Dajani des- 
cribed the relationship between 
Jordan and the PLO as “special.” 

In an interview published here 
Saturday. Mr. Dajani said that the 
relationship was always so. and 
the last visit by PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat to Amman was 
aimed at reinforcing its bases. 

The concentration of bilateral 


relations between PLO and Jor- 
dan. Mr. Dajani said, is in har- 
mony with PLO's drive at str- 
engthening its relations for res- 
olving -the Palestinian problem. 
He added that the PLO military 
structure is still safe, and its ins- 
titutions effective. 

The PLO is undergoing a short 
transitional period, during which 
its ability to exercise its res- 
ponsibilities will be regained. Mr. 
Dajani concluded. 


Japanese premier rules out 
increase in military spending 


TOKYO (R) — Japan's new 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone Saturday ruled out any sig- 
nificant increase in military spe- 
nding and announced he will visit 
the United States early next year. 

Mr. Nakasone. elected Friday 
to replace Zenko Suzuki, told a 
news conference after his first cab- 
inet meeting that he had talked by 
telephone to President Reagan for 
five minutes earlier in the day and 
agreed on the visit. 

Mr. Reagan's administration 
has advised Japan ro build up its 
defences in view of a perceived 
increase in Moscow's military thr- 
eat to the Far East. But Saturday 
Mr. Nakasone said there was no 
pressure involved. 

Answering a question about a 
cabinet decision to keep defence 
spending to within one per cent of 
Gross National Product (GNP). 
he said: “I think I want to respect 
this as much as possible.” 

“It is a matter of course that we 
defend our land by ourselves,” he 
added. 


Some countries in the region 
which were invaded by Japan dur- 
ing the Second World War have 
expressed concern at the pos- 
sibility of Japan becoming a mil- 
itary power again. 


While in Washington he would 
discuss the new Soviet leadership 
and signs of rapprochement bet- 
ween Peking and Moscow. Mr. 
Nakasone said. 

He said Japan and the United 
States needed to coordinate clo- 
sely in determining their needs for 
mutual defence. 

In a Japanese newspaper int- 
erview published last week Mr. 
Nakasone said Japan spent too lit- 
tle on defence compared with the 
United States. 


He told the financial paper 
Nihon Keizai that Japan should 
develop a maritime strategy, pos- 
sibly a reference to U.S. sug- 
gestions that Tokyo assume res- 
ponsibility for the defence of sea 
lanes up to 1.000 miles from its 
coast. 


Uruguay’s return to democracy expected 


MONTEVIDEO (R) — Opp- 
onents of Uruguay's military rul- 
ers forecast a big turn-out Sunday 
for internal party elections seen as 
an opportunity to demonstrate 
public support for a quick return 
to democratic government. 

Although the elections are only 
for the 500 places in each party's 
congress, they are seen as a major 
step towards civilian government 
after nine years of rigid military 
rule. 

The congress wilt elect party 
leaders and candidates for the 
1984 presidential elections. 

Sunday's elections are being 
closely supervised by the armed 
forces who ended representative 
government in 1973 during a 
lough cradkdown on left-wing 
subversion. 

They have authorised Sunday's 
'elections after a humiliating def- 
eat in a 1980 plebiscite on a rev- 
ised constitution which would 


have given them a permanent say 
in Uruguay's politics. 

But ihev have allowed onlv the 


country s two mam centrist 
parties— the Colorados (Reds) 
and Blancos (Whites) — and the 
small Roman Catholic Civic 
Union Party to lake pan in the 
election. 

The military rulers have hanned 
left-wing panics and their Chr- 
istian Democratic sympathisers. 
They have also forbidden pol- 
iticians to criticise the military's 
democratic process, to name the 
hundreds of proscribed politicians 
or to refer to delicate economic 
subjects. 

Uruguay faces financial har- 
dships and on Friday the gov- 
ernment announced the peso 
would float agianst the dollar. A 
big devaluation was expected 
when foreign exchanges open on 
Monday. 

The Colorado and Blanco par- 


ties. who usually alternated in 
power under civilian rule, are wra- 
cked by internal divisions. But 
opinion polls show anti-military 
factions dominate both. 


A spokesman for the Blanco 
Party's centre-left faction said it 
was’ essential that progressive, 
democratic groups won Sunday's 
elections, because congress mem- 
bers would chose leaders to neg- 
otiate with the miliiaiy on con- 
stitutional reforms for the 1984 
elections. 

Government opponents have 
complained that the military have 
tried to reduce (he turn-out on 
Sunday. 


Government-sponsored bro- 
adcasts have told electors that vot- 
ing is not compulsory, as it is in 
presidential elections, and spo- 
rting events and entertainment 
have not been cancelled us is usual 
on important election days. 


31 African states condemn U.S., S. Africa 


TRIPOLI (R) — Thirty-one Afr- 
ican governments Saturday con- 
demned South African and’ Ame- 
rican attempts to link the ind- 
ependence of Namibia (South 
West Africa) to the withdrawal of 
Cuban troops from Angola. 

A resolution adopted by gov- 
ernments attending the aborted 
1 9th summit of the Organisation 
of African Unity (OAU) said the 
link between the issues was ext- 


raneous. 

The communique also con- 
demned “Israeli aggression and 
genocide against the Palestinian 
and Lebanese people, in par- 
ticular the massacres” at the 
Sabra and Shatila camps in Sep- 
tember. 

Libyan Foreign . Minister 
Abdel-Ati Oheidi told a press 


conference Saturday ihc Namibia 
statement was a direct response to 
U.S. Vice-President George 
Bush, who insisted the issues were 
linked during an African tour this 
month. 

The resolution condemned 
what it culled South African agg- 
ression against Angola and Moz- 
ambique. 

OAU Assistant Secretary- 
General Peter Onu said although 
rite “Tripoli declaration” was not 
an official OAU statement, since 
it had not been adopted by a full 
summit, it was significant because 
it represented the views of 31 gov- 
ernments. 

The summit collapsed without 
the required 34-nation quorum 
because of a dispute over Chad's 
representation. Delegations from 


thirty Mutes came to Tripoli and a 
5 1st. from Upper Volta, arrived 
Friday night after the session col- 
lapsed. 

The resolution said those cou- 
ntries present deeply regretted the 
“non-participation" of member 
states which blocked the quorum 
in protest at the session's failure to

Greece rejects Turkish 
statements on Lemnos 


ATHENS (R) — A senior Greek 
official rejected statements by 
Turkey that military installations 
on Greece’s Aegean Islands close 
to the Turkish coast were an obs- 
tacle to normal relations between 
the lu-o countries. 


"We have not fortified the Isl- 
ands. What wc have is a very lim- 
ited number of military men to 
exercise the right of self-defence 
while on the east coast of Turkey 
there is a fleet of 7u landing craft 
that can carry three divisions.” he 
said. 

The official was commenting on 
remarks made on Thursday to 
Reuters in Anakara by Turkish 
Foreign Minister liter Turkmen. 

Mr. Turkmen sdid the mil- 
itarisation of Greece's Aegean 
Islands and exploration rights on 
the Aegean seabed were central 
Issues that had to be settled for a 
lasting improvement in Greek- 
Turkish relations. 

But the Greek official said mil- 
itary installations on the island of 
Lemnos were perfectly legitimate 
under Greece's NATO (North 
AtlunticTrcuty Organisation) obl- 
igations. 


He did not comment on the sea- 
bed issue. 

Lemnos was the subject of a 
dispute between Greece and its 


NATO allies this, month which 
caused the Western alliance to 
cancel a five-nation exercise in the 
north Aegean. 

Greece wanted the island to he 
usedas a target in (he muck attack. 
But Turkey objected and the all- 
iance had decided not to include it. 

Informed sources said Greece 
wanted to involve Lemnos to rei- 
terate its rights to fort i IS the island 
because of its ’•ir.iim..! relations 
with Turkey. 

The two countries are nominal 
NATO (lilies hut divided over a 
string of bilateral issues. Their rel- 
ations have deteriorated sharply 
this month, effectively ending the 
moratorium on provocative sta- 
tements and actions agreed in 
July. 

On Tuesday Greece accused 
Turkey of violating Greek air- 
space during military exercises 
and cancelled a meeting between 
the two countries' foreign min- 
isters. scheduled for next month. 

Turkey denied violating Greek 
airspace and said nothing had 
happened to justify cancelling the 
meeting. 

Prime Minister Andreas P.ip- 
andreou. who also holds the def- 
ence port folio, says he plans to 
raise the Lemnos issue at a for- 
thcoming meeting of NATO def- 
ence ministers. 


Chinese People’s Congress 
to discuss new constitution 


PEKING (R) — China's par- 
liament. the National People's 
Congress (NPC). Saturday began 
group discussion of a new draft 
constitution which would limit the 
mandates of the country's leaders. 

The draft, due to be passed dur- 
ing the 15-day annual session, will 
restore the post of state chairman, 
meaning that China will appoint a 
head of state next year for the first 
time in nearly 1 5 years. 

h stipulates that the chairman, 
premier and other leaders may 
hold office for a maximum of two 
five-year terms, in an attempt to 
end the old system under which 
some Chinese officials clung to 
power until their death. 

This clause means Premier 
Zhao Ziyang will in theory have to 
step down in 1990. 

The NPC was opened Friday by 
its chairman, now the closest equ- 
ivalent to a head of state. 85- 
year-old Marshal Ye Jianving. A 
state chairman is not expected to 
be named until next year. 

The constitution marks a fur- 
ther stage in (he gradual processof 
dismantling the Mao Tsetung 
heritage following his death in 
1976 and the coming to power of 
Deng Xiaoping. 


In September, the post of 
Communist Party chairman, 
which Mao held for the last Ju 
years of his life, was abolished and 
replaced by a collective leadership 
run bv ;t cenera! secretary. 


NPC Vice-Chairman Peng 
Zhen said in a report on the new 
constitution it was necessary in 
restore the posts of state chairman 
and vice-chairman, effectively 
abolished by Mao in l^h8. if 
Chinn was to have “a sound slate 
system”. 

The new- constitution lays the 
basis for a more stable system 
based on the rule of law. Its aut- 
hors hope it will prevent the rec- 
urrence of chaos such as the 
1966-76 cultural revolution. 

It replaces the much shorter 
Maoist constitutions of 1975 and 
1978 and also provides for the vir- 
tual abolition of another of Mao’s 
political creations, the People's 
Commune.

The Society's principal 
administrative agent in Jordan is 
the executive director of the Royal 
Endowment for Culture and Edu- 
cation. 

Mr. Stover is scheduled to meet 
various people involved in the 
Society. For a specific planned 
programme for next year, he will 
meet Mr. Adnan Abu Odeh. Min- 
ister of Information and Pub- 
lishers of the Jordan Times and 
the Jerusalem Star,*’ for we plan to 
bring to Jordan a group of pub- 
lishers and editors of major new- 
papers in the U.S. early next 
year." Mr. Stover said. 

He added that they plan to bring 
mayors from American cities inc- 
luding Mr. George Latiraar of St. 
Paul, the "only American mayor 
of Arab background, his mother 
being Lebanese," he said.

AMMAN — One of the besi exh- 
ibitions to have been in Amman in 
recent months is the work of Paul 
Guiragosstun now on show at the 
Jordan National Gallery. This 
Lebanese artist, who enjoys great 
esteem in his native country, has 
been painting the teeming, col- 
ourful life of the poor urban com- 
munity of Beirut for most of the 4i» 
years of his professional life. 

inspired by the companionship 
or these people, the support they 
give each other in times of trouble 
and above ail bv the love bestowed 
by mothers onto their children. 
Guiragussian has found the per- 
fect antidote to war. fear and hat- 
red. 

"People talk about doctrines, 
weapons and destruction" he says 
"and our protection against these 
things is the mother and child. In 
them we see our continuity, our 
peace and our love.” 

While the figure is always pre- 
sent in his work, his style crosses 
the spectrum into the abstract and 
it is these that are the strength of 
this present exhibition. In vertical 
blocks of colour, whose richness 
and diversity— from teal green to

brick red-not only work imp- 
robably well together but reflect 
the hoid combinations these peo- 
ple. his subjects wear; thus he 
knits a taut pattern across the can- 
vas. 

The tension created between 
these creamy de Stael-likc areas of 
pure colour, as they slide alo- 
ngside each other hut never mix. 
indicate the inseparability, yet 
strong individuality of his figures, 
while the swirling, confident lines 
which frame them— often more 
felt than seen— give them life and 
movement, Packed together, the 
shapes achieve depth by .slotting 
into each other and one has the 
feeling of being engulfed in the 
bustling, hurrying crowd of the 
souk. 

Colour creates mood 

A feature of all Guiragossian’s 
work is the background of dear 
colour whose lone adds to the 
mood of the picture. A soothing 
delicate shade of pale green will 
emphasize the dash, verve, and 
dynamism of his abstracts while 
deep magentas and midnight blues 
enhance the feelings of dreamy 
tenderness of his more figurative 
pieces which make up the rest of

the collection. 

Carefully structured, these fig- 
urative works lack the spo- 
ntaneity. the freshness of the art- 
ist's abstracts. Replacing these att- 
ributes. however, are neat and 
ordered compositions, where the 
curve of face, the angle of knee 
and elbow are echoed by those 
around and behind, where the fig- 
. ures embrace, play the rababa 
with their children while the ubi- 
quitous cat silently crouches at 
their feet. 

It is in these forms, particularly 
the soft spherev the rounded che- 
eks of the child's upturned 


face-in “the dawn”, that Gui- 
ragossian’s mastery over brush 
and media become apparent. His 
unerring line, bold and aut- 
. horative, shows him to be an artist 
of long-standing confidence who 
uses his technical abilities with the 
same ease, familiarity and aut- 
omatic precision that most of us 
employ when writing. 

With these more literal works, 
the use of colour to deepen the 
mood, as the artist has realised, is 
even more important. Sombre, 
subdued greens give a working 
'feel as the figures go about their 
everyday chores. Bright, more 


exuberant colours suggest the 
times of celebration, dark shades 
the uncertainties, the hesitations 
in life while in the pale pinks, the 
transparent creams, one feels the 
hopes, the aspirations each new 
dawn brings. But through them all 
pervades a sense of the joy of life, 
its fullness and above all the love.. 

And in many quite moving pai- 
ntings like “the Maternity" Gui- 
ragossian portrays quite delicately 
and without sentimentality that 
special bond between mother and 
child. 

The exhibition runs until Dec. 2 
at the gallery.

King condoles Algerians 

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty King Hussein Saturday sent a 
cable of sympathy to President Chadli Benjedid of Algeria exp- 
ressing sympathy for the victims of a football stadium collapse that- 
occurred Friday. At least six people were killed and 46 others 
were seriously injured when the floor of a football stadium col- 
lapsed on spectators in Algiers. In his cable. King Hussein asked 
that his condolences be conveyed to the Algerian people for the 
disaster. 

TCC introduces new telephone exchange 

AMMAN (Petra) — The new International electronic telephone 
exchange records ail telephone calls on a magnetic tape, the 
dialled number the date and duration of the telephone con- 
versation. according to Telecommunication Corporation (TCC) 
Director General Mohammad Shahed Ismail. He said that the 
tapes are sent by the TCC at the end of each week to the Royal 
Scientific Society (RSS) to analyse it and issue the telephone biU 
to the subscribers. Mr. Ismail advised subscribers to refrain from 
using the exchange until it is officially inaugurated and made fully 
operational on a commercial basis. 

Standardisation chief off to Damascus 

AMMAN (Petra) — Arab Organisation for Standardisation and 
Metrology Secretary General Zafer AI Sawwaf left for Damascus 
Saturday "to take part in a two-day seminar on specifications 
organised by the Syrian specifications corporation. During the 
meetings. Dr. Sawwaf will submit two research papers on spe- 
cifications of factories and national, .regional and international 
organisations and the role of specifications in industrial dev- 
elopment. 

Irrigation pipes factory nearly complete 

AMMAN (Petra) — The director general of the Arab Company 
for the Production of Drip-Irrigation pipes, Mr. Tariq AI Zubi. 
said the factoiy established by the company at the Amman ind- 
ustrial estate near Sahab would start production by the beginning 
of next year. He added that the unique organisation of the estate, 
and the facilities and incentives it offers had secured various 
requirements, which enable the company management to com- 
plete construction works arid installations in a short period to start 
production at so early. The factory is the first to start production at 
the Amman Industrial estate. 

Meeting studies Jordan’s water resources 

AMMAN (Petra) — A meeting to estimate Jordan's water res- 
ources and their development was held at the Natural Resources 
Authority (NR A) here Saturday. At the meeting chaired by the 
NRA Vice President Ahmad Dakhqan. the participants reviewed 
the authority's achievements, and projects currently being carried 
out as well as studies on underground water sources in the nor- 
thern regions of the country where at least seven artesian exp- 
loratory wells have been dug. .The NRA is currently preparing 
maps to show the location of these wells and others for top- 
ographical and geological features of various regions and is also 
training technical teams to conduct the work, according to Mr. 
Dakhqan. 

Acting district governor tours Ruseifeh 

RUSEIFEH (Petra) — Acting District Governor of Zarqa Misleh 
AI Tarawneh Saturday made an inspection tour of AI Ruseifeh 
and visited factories and toured farms along the Zarqa River. Mr. 
Tarawneh held talks with the town mayor bn health, water and 
electricity services to the public as well os the municipality's road 
projects. In his talks, Mr. Tarawneh referred to defence orders 
issued by the ministers of agriculture and health concerning the 
irrigation of crops with waste water and the ban on growingcrops 
that are eaten raw. On touring the town, Mr. Tarawneh was 
briefed on public safety measures and health conditions.

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Add one to the elites 


FORMER U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, better known now as “the private cit- 
izen who can shed so much light on Middle 
East prospects after Lebanon,” seems to be 
well on the way of committing himself on the 
side of his fellow affluent or socialistic elites of 
European Jews living in Israel against those 
of Middle Eastern origin, if only to save the 
“purity” of the Jewish blood. 

In an interview with the Economist pub- 
lished recently. Dr. Kissinger ad vised himself 
and Americans to encourage Israel, with 
compassion — may be even affection, to neg- 
otiate over the future of the West Bank and 
Gaza. Tell the Israelis that the incorporation 
of Gaza and the West Bank into Israel will 
sooner or later produce an Arab majority that 
will destroy the essence of the Jewish state, he 
said. “Annexation — overt or disguised — 
will sow the seeds of endless crises, one of 
which will inevitably erupt into con- 
flagration. It is not in the interest of Israel 
however narrowly conceived,” the master 
geopolitician warned. 

This, if you remember, is the same arg- 
ument that is being advanced today by Dr. 
Kissinger's like-minded friends in Israel's 
opposition Labour Party, like its leader today 


Shimon Feres and ex-leader Yitzhak Rabin. 
But it is also the same platform against which 
Prime Minister Begm's policies of annexation 
are proving invincible, at least in the eyes of 
the Israeli public. 

We do not really know if Dr. Kissinger's 
intervention on behalf of his Labour friends 
would make Israelis change their mind about 
supporting Begin’ s expansionist plans in the 
occupied Arab territories. As a matter of fact 
we could not care less about who wins the 
fratricidal conflict because both parties are 
completely ignoring the fact that there is. in 
the middle of everything, this Palestinian 
people with historic and legitimate rights that 
cannot be ignored by anybody - anymore — 
if any kind of peace, particularly that between 
Arabs and Israelis, is to be attained. 

The man who can shed so much light on 
Middle East prospects after Lebanon seems to 
have forgotten or chose to forget to shed one 
ray of light on the other side of the Middle 
East equation. If and when he remembers, he 
should make it a point to remind his allies in 
Israel too. Perhaps, with the true picture in 
mind, they in turn would be able to produce a 
better show. Begin, all will recall, is the und- 
isputed master of today's Israeli illusions. 


JORDAN’S ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra'i: Does Mr. Habib have any new suggestions? 


U.S. Special envoy Philip Habib's visit to Jordan is 
within the framework of hi.s efforts to lay the 
foundations of a peace process, based on Pre- 
sident Reagan's initiative, it is natural that Mr. 
Habib should get better acquainted with Jordan’s 
attitude towards such a process during his talks 
with top Jordanian officials. Still, there are facts 
we would like to remind of in this concern. 

Jordan has invariably expressed belief in the 
presence of several positive aspects in the Reagan 
initiative, in addition to unclear ones. Moreover, 
the Arab peace plan is no way contradictory with 
or a substitute for the U.S. peace plan. The Arabs 
have expressed sufficient concern, and also a wil- 
lingness to see the peace process materialise, an 
issue that leaves the next move to Israel. 

Jordan has systematically stated unwillingness 
to replace the Palestinians in the peace process, a 


point recently stressed by Foreign Minister Mar- 
wan A I Qasem. Moreover. Minister of Inf- 
ormation Adnan Abu Odeh stressed in his talk to 
Agence France Presse Friday that Jordan will ref- 
rain from taking any unilateral pan in any peace 
negotiations with Israel without the consent of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLOJ. 

Israel’s persistence in pursuing its settlement 
schemes, and its continued stand rejecting the 
very concept of recognising the PLO. openly 
demonstrates that the Israelis mean to foil ail att- 
empts made for restoring peace in the region, the 
Reagan initiative included. 

Against such a background, does Mr. Habib 
have any new ideas or ways for laying real fou- 
ndations that could take all these considerations 
into account without being thwarted by Israel? 


A l Dustour : Would anything be left to be negotiated? 


The direct goal of Israeli policies in the occupied 
territories is to liquidate the national character of 
the land and the people, in preparation for acc- 
omplishing strategic aims among which stands out 
the complete elimination of the crux of the Middle 
East conflict, the Palestinian question. 

Minister of Information Adnan Abu Odeh str- 
essed this point when he expressed his app-’ 
rehension that there would he hardly anything to 
he negotiated if Israel is to go on pursuing its 
pre*«nt trends. 

The Israel ambition to make such gains are 
based two elements: Time, which is positively on 
the Israeli side, and lack of effective Arab sol- 
idarity. a question which has been great imp- 


rovement since the Fez summit. 

The Arabs have been able to create a suitable 
climate for the peace process to accelerate. But 
the only way to gel out of the deadend Israel has 
led the peace efforts into is an American move 
that would press Israel into reasserting its com- 
mitment to U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242. All Arab and American concern for peace 
would prove to be of no value if Israel is to be 
allowed to challenge the world public opinion, and 
the decisions of the world community. 

An American move to shake the Israeli military 
paranoia is needed to block undesired dev- 
elopments in the region. 


As secretive and hard to predict as ever 

Two weeks with Andropov

MOSCOW — Soviet leader Yuri 
Andropov’s first two weeks in off- 
ice have left foreign Kremlin- 
watchers certain of only one thing 
— that the ways of Soviet politics 
are still as secretive and hard to 
predict as ever. For foreign dip- 
lomats and journalists,. keeping 
track of the subtle shifts in the hie- 
rarchy of power is like trying to 
follow a chess match when only 
one comer of the board is visible. 

Most part-time Kremlinologisis 
are feeling just a little frustrated, 
for the period since President and 
Communist Party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev died on Nov. 10 has yie- 
lded more puzzles than ans- 
wers.The surviving members of 
the ruling Politburo acted without 
delay in naming 68-year-old Mr. 
Andropov to the most important 
of Mr. Brezhnev’s twin jobs, that 
of party general secretary. His 
appointment was approved, app- 
arently without dissenL by the 
300-member party Central Com- 
mittee on Nov. 12. But the nom- 
inating speech of his chief rival for 
the job, Konstantin Chernenko, 
suggested that there were tensions 
in the leadership. Mr. Chernenko 
pointedly referred to the “double, 
triple importance" of collective 
leadership, implying that Mr. 
Andropov should not try to exe- 
rcise sole power. 

Mr. Chernenko, the righthand 
man of Mr. Brezhnev during his 
final years in power, reminded Mr. 
Andropov of the importance of 
“respect for cadres" — a principle 
of Soviet politics which translates 
roughly as “no sackings." Ana- 
lysts of Kremlin politics believe 
that the arrival of Mr. Andropov 
in Mr. Brezhnev’s job will sooner 
or later trigger off a much wider 
succession process. 

This will mean the replacement 


of a whole generation of elderly 
officials in their late 60s and 70s 
who have clungto power for 20 
vears, in some cases for much lon- 
ger. One feature of Mr. Bre- 
zhnev’s 1 8 -year rule was his rel- 
uctance to get rid of aged or inc- 
ompetent subordinates, for whom 
job security was an invariable rule. 

“If Khrushchev brought the 
Soviet elite the gift of security of 
life. Brezhnev assured it security 
of office.” commented professor 
Seweryn Bialer. an American 
expen on Soviet politics, in a rec- 
ent book. 

Mr. Andropov, speaking to 
another Central Committee mee- 
ting 10 days after his appointment, 
strongly hinted that the easy ways 
of the Brezhnev era would soon be 


No need to rush 

But the limited personnel cha- 
nges announced at the Central 
Committee Plenum and a sub- 
sequent meeting of the Supreme 
Soviet showed Mr. Andropov's 
room for manoeuvre may be res- 
tricted. There were widespread 
forecasts that a member of the Pol- 
itburo. possibly Mr. Andropov 
himself, would be elected to the 
vacant position of chairman of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
or head of stale. A head of state 
can only be elected by a full mee- 
ting of the Supreme Soviet, which 
assembles only twice a year, so the 
post is likely to stay unfilled for 
several months. 

The Central Committee and 
Supreme Soviet wilt assemble 
again on Dec. 21 to celebrate the 
USSR's 60th anniversary, but this 
will be a jubilee occasion with for- 
eign guests present and not a sui- 
table occasion for an election. Sov- 
iet officials, asked to explain the 
unusual delay, said there was “no 
need to rush" into the app- 


ointment of a new chairman bec- 
ause the 40-member presidium 
was a collective head of state. 

But some diplomats here see 
the absence of a decision a$ a sign 
of resistance among other Pol- 
itburo members to Mr. Andropov 
taking the presidency so soon. 

For the time being. Mr. And- 
ropov has merely moved one step 
towards the presidency by being 
elected a member of the pre- 
sidium. The other key app- 
ointment made this week was one 
which nobody outside the Kremlin 
walls expected. Geidar Aliyev, 
first secretary of the Communist 
Party in Azerbaijan, _ was pro- 
moted from candidate to full 
member of the Politburo and 
made one of two first deputy 
prime ministers. 

Some analysts believe Mr. Ali- 
yev's promotion to the politburo 
may have been agreed before the 
death of Mr. Brezhnev. But the 
move from his home base of Baku 
to Moscow to take over the num- 
ber two job m the government 
appeared to be Mr. Andropov’s 
work. 

Mr. Aliyev now becomes at 59 
the lop candidate to succeed 77- 
year-old Nikolai Tikhonov, a 
close Brezhnev associate, as the 
next prime minister. The other 
first deputy premier, Ivan Ark- 
hipov, is 75 and not even a can- 
didate member of the Politburo. 

Mr. Aliyev is unusual for two 
reasons. Firstly, he is an Aze- 
rbaijani in a ruling elite dominated 
by Russians and fellow Slavs. Sec- 
ondly. his professional bac- 
kground is not the usual one of an 
economic manager but of a pro- 
fessional security policeman who 
began his career in Stalin's feared 
NKVD in 1941. 

Corruption 

Mr. Aliyev was a strong sup- 


porter of Mr. Brezhnev and his 
flattery of the aged party chief was 
in a class of its own. But he also 
appears to be trusted by Mr. And- 
ropov. who headed the KGB sec- 
urity organs for i 5 years until May 
this year. Mr. Andropov may be 
relying on Mr. Aliyev, known for 
his efforts to stamp out corruption 
in Azerbaijan, to pursue the same 
policies on a nationwide scale. 

Some analysts believe the issue 
of high-level corruption may 
prove to be a powerful weapon for 
Mr. Andropov when he gels round 
to renewing the top levels of the 
party and government. But for the 
time being, there are many ele- 
ments which are still unclear. One 
question is what role will be left 
for Mr. Chernenko under the new 
general secretary. As Mr. Bre- 
zhnev' s chief aide, Mr. Chernenko 
was towards the end (he number 
two man in the party's day-to-day 
administrative machine, the Cen- 
tral Committee secretariat. 

Now the signs are that he is 
being pushed into the sidelines 
though his exact area of res- 
ponsibility has yet to be defined. 
At the Supreme Soviet he was still 
seated in the front five seats along 
with Mr. Andropov, Mr. Tik- 
honov, Defence Minister Dmitry 
Ustinov and Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko. 

The political status of Mr. Ust- 
inov in particular seems to have 
been enhanced since Mr. Bre- 
zhnev's death, probably because 
he gave firm support to Mr. And- 
ropov for the top job. Bui of this 
inner core of five Politburo mem- 
bers. all except- Mr. Andropov are 
over 70. The new party leader 
himself is eight years over the sta- 
ndard Soviet pensionable age. and 
can hardly expect to have as long 
at the helm as his predecessor. 
This may make h more difficult for 
Mr. Andropov to force the option 
of retirement on colleagues who 
are of his own generation.

The constitution proves an obstacle to West Germany

BONN — The constitution des- 
igned to protect the integrity of 
the infant West German republic 
that emerged from the ruins of 
World War II is. ironically, now 
proving a major obstacle to the 
country's democratic com- 
mitments. 

Christian Democratic iCDU) 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl has 
promised new elections for next 
March b to give the electorate a 
chance to vole on his "back door" 
conservative coalition. He got into 
office on Oct. 1 only because the 
Liberal Free Democratic Party 
IFDP). which held the balance of 
power in the W'est German Bun- 
destag (lower house), abandoned 
the Social Democratic iSDPjcoa- 
lition of Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and switched allegiance 
to the CD U and its Bavarian sister 
party, the Christian Social Union 
ICSU). 

The move, in which a left- 
of-centre government was rep- 
laced by a conservative one wit- 
hout the electorate being con- 
sulted, outraged many West Ger- 
man voters. Mr. Kohl’s first action 
was to promise new elections, but 
calling for early elections under 
the West German constitution is 
easier said than done. 

Unlike many other dem- 


ocracies. the Bundestag cannot 
dissolve itself. Only President 
Karl Carstens can do that, and 
then basically on two conditions: 
Resignation of the chancellor, a 
step Mr. Kohl is reported to have 
ruled ouu or positive proof that 
the government does not have a 
working majority. But the present 
government clearly has such a 
-majority in parliament and thus 
could only be defeated by con- 
triving, through abstentions, to 
lose a vote of confidence. How- 
ever. Mr. Carstens is reported to 
be uneasy over such a solution and 
critics say this would make a moc- 
kery out of the democratic process 
and lower the government's pre- 
stige. not only at home but also in 
the eyesof West Germany’s allies. 

Several Free Democratic M.P.s 
are reported ready to ask the fed- 
eral oanstitutional court to block 
elections. Cynics say they are 
more interested in protecting pol- 
itical careers than the constitution. 
The FDP was sharply criticised for 
changing sides and has since suf- 
fered severe defeats in regional 
elections. Opinion polls predict 
that in national elections it may 
not be able to muster the five per 
cent of the votes required to be 
represented in parliament, and' 
therefore could risk losing all 49 of 


its Bundestag seats. 

Reluctance 

In the national debate now rag- 
ing, there is strong support for 
changing the constitution so that 
the Bundestag could simply dis- 
solve itself at any time, if two- 
thirds approved, an idea first pro- 
moted by a 1975 parliamentary 
commission. West German rel- 
uctance to tamper with the con- 
stitution is understandable bec- 
ause it was clearly drawn up to try 
to avoid a repetition of Germany’s 
first abortive fling with democracy 
— the ill-fated Weimar Republic 
created after World War I. 

This eventually collapsed mai- 
nly because there were no con- 
stitutional safeguards to stop the 
constant dissolutions of par- 
liament as no single party or coa- 
lition was able to hang on to a 
majority. As a result, many Ger- 
mans became disillusioned with 
democracy and the discredited 
Weimar Republic led to the rise of 
Adolf Hitler and his Nazi Party. 

Either way, it seems Mr. Kohl 
cannot escape criticism- If there 
are no elections on March 6 — and 
according to opinion polls 70 per 


cent of West German voters want 
them — be will be accused of bre- 
aking a solemn promise. And if he 
' calls for a vote of confidence that 
his party deliberately loses, he will 
be condemned for undermining 
parliament 

Mr. Carstens, normally a fig- 
urehead with little political power, 
has emerged as a key element in . 
the debate, but he needs to tread 
carefully. Although officially neu- 
tral. he is a former CD U party lea- 
der. If he refused to dissolve par- 
liament on grounds that this would 
be unconstitutional, he could be 
accused of doing Mr. Kohl- a fav- 
our if election conditions did not 
look good. Government sources 
say that legal advisers have given 
the president the go-ahead to dis- 
solved parliament, even if the 
government artificially loses a 
vote of no confidence. But most 
observers agree that the issue 
would become far more complex if 
'it reached a federal court where 
both the letter and the spirit of the 
constitution would have to be int- 
erpreted. 

Der Spiegel Magazine spe- 
culates that there will be no ele- 
ctions next March, arguing that 
President Carstens is unwilling to 
see a constitutional change and 
Chancellor Kohl would not be too 


unhappy if a legal ruling aborted 
an election. The conservative Fra- 
nkfurter Allgeraeine newspaper 
has also cast doubts on the pro- 
bability of a Match 6 election. 

Although at present clear fav- 
ourite to emerge as the winner — 
especially now the country's most 
popular politician ex-chancellor 
Schmidt has decided not to run as 
the Social Democratic Candidate 
— Mr. Kohl came to power as a 
colourless politician with a bum- 
bling image. Commentators say he 
may need more time to establish 
himself with the electorate and 
.point out that by March 6 the 
still- weakening West German 
economy will almost certainly be 
in even worse shape, with well 
over two million unemployed. 

Some optimists are still hoping 
for a natural way out of the pro- 
blem. Several Free Democrat 
MFs have recently resigned in 
protests against the party's beh- 
■ aviour and either gone over to the 
Social Democrats or become ind- 
ependents. 

In the unlikely event that this 
trend snowballs — and it would 
take about another 2Q defections 
-- Chancellor Kohl might be able 
to argue convincingly that his 
party does indeed lack a clear 
- majority in parliament.

SIDON — Two Israeli bus- 
inessmen. armed with glossy bro- 
chures and a quick sales pattern, 
were today trying to sell pre- 
fabricated houses to Palestinian 
refugees who lost their homes in 
this summer's Israeli invasion. 

Four houses, ranging in price 
from S3.000 io $13,500. were on 
display outside the heavily- 
guarded Israeli headquarters in 
this occupied city in southern 
Lebanon. 

But three days after they set out 
their, wares a short distance from 
the flattened Ain-El-Hiftweh ref- 
■ ugee camp, neither had recorded a 
sale. 

The camp was devastated by 
Israeli forces when they began 
their invasion of Lebanon in June. 

The businessmen, who say they 
are in Sidon solely to make 
money, believe sales are being 
held back by the refugees' unc- 


ertain future in Lebanon and pro- 
blems in arranging a credit sale. 

But they do not doubt that some 
of the refugee families, who are 
mostly squatting in garages and 
shelled buildings in the city, have 
the money to pay. '■ 

“•If we give them credit, what 
will happen when the Israeli army 
leaves? we have no guarantee," 
said Tei Aviv businessman Yit- 
zhak Tal. 


As he spoke, a Palestinian 
woman walked into the three- 
room house, which was complete 
with fitted bathroom and kitchen. 

“How much?” she asked. The 
reply from Mr. Tars Arabic- 
speaking assistant was the equ- 
ivalent of $13,500. “It’s very nice 
but would you accept 200 lire 
(about 50 dollars) a month?" she 
asked. 

Oded Bamea, Mr. Tal's rival 
□ext door, is pitching for the lower 
end of the market with converted 
sea freight containers selling for 
S3.000 to $4,000. 


He said 50 Palestinians had 
shown interest and he was hoping 
the Israeli government, which is 
helping the businessmen by off- 
ering free shipment of the houses, 
could organise some guaranteed 
payments system. 

Ironically, the prefabricated 
bouses being offered to the Pal- 
estinians in Sidon are the same as 
those used by Israelis moving to 
settle in the occupied West Bank 
despite protests -from Palestinian 
groups. 

But their fitted bathrooms 
would be of little use to refugees in 
Ain EI-Hilweh, where all water 
has to be carried by women from 
communal taps. 

The arrival of the Israeli bus- 
inessmen is the latest and most 
surprising twist in a five-month 
wrangle between the Israelis, the 
Lebanese government and the est- 
imated 25,000 refugees who lived ' 
in the qprnp until it was destroyed 
in June. 

Israel, which invaded Lebanon 




in June to smash Palestinian gue- 
rrilla .bases, original iy wanted the 
refugees moved further away from 
its northern border and banned 
any attempt to provide housing for 
the refugees in the Sidon camp. 

But in August the occupation 
forces said the refugees should be , 
sheltered and recently began off- 
ering each family 10 free bags of 
cement to rebuild their homes. 

UNRWA, the United Nations 
agency which looks after tbe ref- 
ugees. has planned to provide . 
tents. 

UNRWA officials say the Isr- 
aeli offer turned the refugees aga- 
inst living under canvas, and all 15 
tents so far erected have been 
burned or slashed. 

At the camp today, several Pal- 
estinian families were taking adv- 
antage of the confusion to build 
homes on their old plots of land. 

When asked about tbe Israeli 
prefabricated houses, none sho- 
wed more than a passing interest 
and some said it was cheaper and 
• easier to build a bouse of concrete 
blocks and a corrugated iron roof. 

But the businessmen said they 
hoped trade would pick up when 
the winter rains set in.

Aqaba: Trade booms but tourism falters

AQABA — Jordan's only port of 
Aqaba is booming mainly due to 
the Gulf war but the tourist trade 
is not doing as well because of the 
conflict and other Middle East 
fighting. 

Almost 26 months after the fig- 
hting between Iran and Iraq broke 
oul this Red Sea port seems to be 
bursting at the seams with transit 
goo'ds headed for Iraq, for which 
Aqaba is a lifeline. 

Aqaba stepped into the breach 
after the war closed down Iraq's 
main port of Basra on the Shatt AI 
Arab waterway at the head of the 
Gulf. The transit route from the 
Mediterranean has been cut since 
Syria — which supports non- Arab 
Iraii in- the war — closed its land 
^IkWTwith fraq;^. - - y 


But Jordan's ties with Iraq have 
grown stronger — a development 
underlined by the stream of trucks 
rumbling over desen roads from 
Aqaba to Baghdad laden with 
vital imports. 

Away from the bustling pon. 
hotel waiters lounge on deckchairs 
on the otherwise empty beach. 

Local hoteliers say business 
plummeted at the start of the Gulf 
war and got even worse after this 
summer’ s Israeli invasion of Leb- 
anon. 

The Aqaba beach meets the Isr- 
aeli frontier and is only a few kil- 
ometres from the Israeli pan of 
Eilat. 

Before the stan of the Gulf war 
Aqaba's winter sun. enticing sands 
and palm trees attracted tho- 
usands of foreign tourists, maijnlv 
American and Scandinavian, i 1’ 


This year, there are almost 
more waiters than guests. 

The hoteliers believe travel 
agents cancelled their tours bec- 
ause of trouble in the Middle East 
as a whole, although this area is 
peaceful. 

The American travel agents 
began cancelling after the stan of 
the Gulf war and all Scandanavian 
tours were called off after this 
summer's Israeli push into Leb- 
anon. hoteliers said. 

Port Authority Director 
Ahmad Fawzi Abu Nowar said the 
outbreak of war in September 
1980 took the port by surprise. 
But the pon is now being exp- 
anded at a cost of JD 19 million 
to the Jordanian government to 
cope with the extra toad. 

Mr. Abu Nowar told Reuters in 
an interview that five new berths 


have been built, bringing the total 
to 1 5. and construction of another 
permanent berth is under way. 

About 35 ships dock every day. 

• and the average time spent in pon 
is around 24 hours, he said. In the 
past ships had to wait for more 
than two months before being 
unloaded, but the use of con- 
tainers and improved dock fac- 
ilities has changed that. 

“We do not have enough time 
or space for wailing ships.” Mr. 
Abu Nowar said. 

. Last year about b5 per cent of 
goods coming into Aqaba were in 
transit and most were bound for 
Iraq, said one port official. 

Some 3.5 million tonnes of 
goods were transited to Iraq dur- 
ing the same year. The figure is 
expected to rise by one million 
tonnes this year, port officials said. ' 


Before the war port revenues 
stood at JD 3 million a year. The 
1981 revenue stood at about JD 
30 million Mr. Abu Nowar said. 

The officials concede that an 
end to the Gulf war would affect 
port activities. But they said they 
were confident Aqaba would con- 
tinue to play a major role in transit 
shipments, at least until Basra port 
if back to normal. 

Mr. Abu Nowar justifies this 
statement by reckoning that ships 
from Northern Europe take 10 
days to reach Aqaba while it 
would take them 35 days to get to 
Kuwait, the Gulf state whose port 
has also benefited from the transit 
trade to Iraq. 

He says that' the cost per tonne 
from Europe to Aqaba is $100 
while it amounts to SI 70 from 
Europe to Kuwait. 


Jordan’s food subsidies: The customer must pay

Minister of Supply Ibrahim Ayy- 
oub has made it public that Prime 
Minister Mudar Bad ran informed 
him that the national budget will 
no longer subsidise food supplies 
except bread, and that the Min- 
istry of Supply would have to 
make its own arrangements. The 
minister added that "the ministry 
now has to act reasonably to took 
after itself.” 

What is positive about wit- 
hholding budget support is that it 


will save money for investment 
and production, instead of fcne- 
ouraging consumer tendencies, 
and will urge the ministry’ to “act 
reasonably.” 

We want to see the decision car- 
ried out seriously, and the stare 
refrain from offering any aid to the 
Ministry of Supply, no matter 
whether it is called credit, loan or 
capital. At a later stage, the min- 
istry should learn to pay the sal- 
aries of its own employees, and the 
cost of its admin istraiivc. pro- 
ductive and storage activities, 
depending on its own income, just 


like any shopkeeper. 

. _ However, support can be given 
in various forms: either in cash, or 
indirectly through exemption 
from raxes and customs — a pri- 
vilege private tradesmen do not 
enjoy when importing the same 
commodity. In fact, there is not 
much difference between offering 
JD 1 million to the Ministry of 
Supply, to he paid straight from 
the stage budget, and losing JD I 
million through exemptions. 

While welcoming the new step 
as a tendency, we should not fool 
ourselves; as the min 1st rv does not 


have even minimal ability to com- 
pete commercially, even if its 
commodities were sold ar cost- 
price. The ministry deals with two 
categories of commodities: 


1. Those customs-cxempt ones 
such us corn, sugar, rice and meat, 
which the private importer is not 
allowed to import, and which give 
the ministry the privilege of mar- 
keting them without any com- 
petition. 

2. Commodities subject to cus- 
toms. from which the ministry is 
exempted. The ministry is nat- 


urally able to stay in the market in 
such a ciise. 

If the Ministry of Supply was 
initially founded to counteract 
price- rises due to monopolies and 
extravagantly High profits, by off- 
ering competitive prices, then it 
should be able to cover its own 
costs and save ' the customer 
money. If it was established to 
bring prices down below reai 
cost-prices, then subsidies — eit- 
her direct or indirect are ine- 
vitable. Bui the customer ult- 
imately pays even more to the 
stale for such subsidies.

Liverpool cruises past Tottenham U.S. retains Davis Cup Cobb runs out of time against

LONDON (R) — To no-oue's 
great surprise Liverpool cruised 
past Tottenham 3-0 Saturday to 
retain a four-point lead at the top 
of the English soccer first division. 

The Londoners have not won a 
League game at Anfield since 
1912 and on the evidence of this 
latest defeat their fans are not adv- 
ised to hold their breaths while 
waiting for that miserable run to 
end. 

Watford, competing in the top 
flight for the first time in history, 
continued to enjoy life to the full 
whh a 4-2 win over once -mighty 
Arsenal at Highbury to remain 
second on 30 points from 16 
games. 

But if anyone is to stop Liv- 
erpool lifting the title for the sixth 
time in eight years it could be 
Brian Clough’s new-look Not- 
tingham Forest who have climbed 
from 13th to third in four weeks 
and sit one point behind Watford. 

Forest, European Champions in 
1979 and 1980, thrashed Man- 
chester City 3-0 with two goals 
from former England striker 
Garry Birtles. 

Manchester United nudged into 
fourth place above West Ham and 
Aston Villa on goal difference 
with a comfortable 3-0 win over 
Norwich.

WBC champion Holmes 


HOUSTON (R) — In the Lexicon 
of boxing. Randy (Tex) Cobb, lat- 
est victim of World Boxing Cou-. 
aril (WBC) heavyweight cha- 
mpion Lany Holmes, is a “cat- 
cher” whose best defence is his 
chin— and his sense of humour. 

Friday night at the Houston 
Astrodome Cobb lived up to his 
reputation— “catching” perhaps 
200 punches while landing only a 
few ineffectual blows as he suf- 
I fared one of the most one-sided 
defeats, short of a knockout, in 
ring histoiy against Holmes. 

The former kick-boxer and Col- 
lege Football player, his face cut 
and bruised, also managed to ret- 
ain his sense of humour despite 
the beating. 

“I thought I had him. It was just 
a matter of time, and I ran out of 
time,” -Cobb said, obviously in 
jest, following a woefully inept but 
game performance before a small 
crowd of about 15,000 in the 
55,000-seat Astrodome. 

The 26-year-old Texan dem- 
onstrated his durability, but vir- 
tually nothing else, as he absorbed 
a withering assault from Holmes 
and survived the 15 rounds. 

All three j udges had Holmes for 
ahead. Two officials scored the 
bout 150-135 and the third had it 
149-136. 

Rocked by scores of solid 
right-hand smashes to the head, 
jolted by rapid-fire combinations 
and peppered by an untold num- 
ber of snapping left jabs, Cobb 
somehow managed to remain 
erect and still kept moving for- 
ward to the amazement of Holmes 
and the crowd. . 

Rarely has a fighter withstood 
such an onslaught without going to 
the canvas. Cobb's courageous 
performance earned him the dis- 
tinction of becoming only the sec- 
ond fighter to go the distance aga- 
inst Holmes in 13 of the cha- 
mpion's title defences. 

It was so one-sided that two of

Mr. Yamanaka said Japan's domestic industries were over- 
dependent on government relief and should adopt a spirit of self- 
reliance. He stressed the need for tax cuts to boost consumption and 
poll Japan out of the recession. 


Lloyd’s may appoint 
independent chief 

LONDON (R) — Lloyd's of London may appoint an independent 
chief executive to help restore the battered reputation of the world’s 
largest insurance market, according to insurance industry sources. 

The market has recently been wracked by a series of scandals that 
have shaken faith in the 300-year-old institution and prompted calls 
for it to be regulated from outside. 

Lloyd" s said that it had in recent weeks held talks with the Bank of 
England on “a range of issues.” The central bank has no direct 
responsibility for Lloyd's but it is seen as the guardian of Britain's 
reputation as a financial centre. 

Industry sources said the appointment of an independent chief 
executive, free from financial ties with Lloyd's, to administer the 
insurance market’s self- regulatory powers, would be one way of 
sustaining Lloyd's independence against calls for external control. 

They said the new council oF Lloyd's, an elected body that will 
supervise the market would probably discuss appointing an ind- 
ependent chief executive when it meets for the first time inJanuaiy. 

The council was set up under legislation to modernise the activities 
of Lloyd* s passed earlier this year. 

Since the new law was drawn up, a numherof prominent members 
of Lloyd's have resigned or been suspended as scandal after scandal 
hit the market. 


Morocco to tighten 
spending in 1983 

RABAT (R) — Moroccans were promised Friday that 1983 would 
be a year of government austerity, when Finance Minister Abdel 
l-atif Jouahri presented a draft budget to parliament- 

Saying it would be a difficult year financially, Mr. Jouahri ann- 
ounced a budget for 1 983 totalling 20 billion dirhams (S3 billion), an 
increase of 12.5 per -cent ov er 19 82.; 

The government would, control spending more rigorously, but 
would maintain subsidies on essentials such as certain foodstuffs and 
petroleum products, he added. 

Public sector debt would rise by 20 per cent next year from 4.7 
billion dirhams (S716 million! to 5.7 billion dirhams ($858 million 1. 

Mr. Jouahri said the domestic economy improved in 1982, with 
gross domestic product up seven per cent and prices rising a mod- 
erate 10 per cent. But the trade deficit rose 19 per cent to an 
estimated 11.4 billion dirhams ($1.7 billion), a record. 

Morocco's foreign debt in 1982 is estimated at over 31 billion 
dirhams ($4.6 billion). 

The country's economic problems stem mainly from a 198V dro- 
ught, the high cost of energy imports, a 20 per cent drop in phosphate 
sales and the financial burden of the war against the Polisario gue- 
rrilla front in the Western Sahara.

Will GATT conference succeed? 


GENEVA (R) — An int- 
ernational trade conference att- 
ended by 88 nations seeking to 
avoid trade war was drawing to a 
close here Saturday with little sign 
of substantial agreement. 

After three days of largely fru- 
itless negotiations behind the sce- 
nes, the ministers of the 10-nation 
European Community drafted a 
separate paper outlining their own 
position on crucial points dividing 
them from other trading groups at 
the talks. 

As the conference drew lowards 
a close in a series of hectic mee- 
tings through the night, the only 
agreements emerging were to put 
off bargaining on contentious iss- 
ues to the future. 

The Uniied States and the Eur- 
opean Community tentatively 
agreed to put off their dispute over 
agricultural subsidies, which the 
U.S. claims gives European far- 
mers an unfair advantage in farm 
trade, to a ministerial meeting 
between the U.S. and the Com- 
munity in Brussels next month. 
European delegates said. 

The only point on which the 
conference organised by the Gen- 
era! Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) still seemed cap- 
able of reaching agreement was 
trade in services. 

Third World countries, which* 
opposed having services such as 
banking placed under GATT rules 
on the grounds that this would 
mainly benefit American cor- 
porations, adopted a somewhat 
more flexible stance at a morning 
meeting, participants said. 

Delegates said a final document 
due to be put to a plenary session 
of ministers later Saturday was 
likely to make a general com- 
mitment against protectionism. 
But views on what this meant in 
practice continued to diverge as 
widely as ever. 

Australian Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Doug Anthony intended to 
make a roughly-worded statement 


Condemning the conference as a 
failure and blaming [he European 
Community, unless there were a 
last-minute shift in positions. Aus- 
tralian diplomats said. 

They privately described pro- 
ceedings here as a shambles. 

Australia has joined the U.S. 
and developing countries in dem- 
anding firm action to ensure mar- 
kets remain fair and open, in par- 
ticular. the market for farm pro- 
ducts. 

Colombian Ambassador Felipe 
Jaramilio. speaking on behalf of a 
group of developing countries 
which he chaired, said they rem- 
ained flexible. Bui other delegates 
said India and other Third World 
nations were stilt rejecting any 
deal on services. 

An agreement on this point 
seemed ro be the only concrete 
achievement still within reach of 
the U.S. delegation, which took a 
forecefui line in the early stages of 
the conference, diplomats said. 
One European delegate said the 
U.S. camp was in disarray after 
failing to clinch the services accord 
Friday night. 

A working groupof nations rep- 
resenting the chief trading areas 
decided Friday to postpone any 
attempt to agree on the rules for 
safeguards, or temporary import 
curbs, delegates said. 

Developing countries contend it 
is unfair to single out any one exp- 
orting nation in applying saf- 
eguard controls. But the Eur- 
opean Community. France in par- 
ticular. wants to continue selecting 
individual countries as targets for 
import controls. 

French officials said they pla- 
nned to tackle Japan over its all- 
eged obstruction of imports when 
officials of Japan and the Com- 
munity meet in Brussels next 
week. 

One of the main hopes held by 
many governments for the GATT 
conference was that it would avert 
the threat cf trade war as nations 


seek to protect their own 
recession-hit industries. 

However the tone of the debate 
here has remained belligerent, 
with the U.S. threatening to dump 
huge farm surpluses on the world 
market if it failed to gei its way on 
farm subsidies. European Com- 
munity negotiators promised to 
retaliate by seeking redress aga- 
inst the U.S. under GATT rules, 
and Australian diplomats said 
their government would also 
immediately take counter mea- 
sures if the Americanscarricdoul 
their threat. 

The points on which the Eur- 
opean Community drew up a 
paper expressing reservations inc- 
luded the issue of agricultural sub- 
sidies. and the commitment in a 
draft conference text to roll back 
existing protectionist measures 
and refrain from such action in the 
future. 

French Foreign Trade Minister 
Michel Joberi, who has been the 
driving force behind the Com- 
munity's tough line and has des- 
cribed the conference as ino- 
pportune. Saturday expressed the 
hope that it would end “without 
too obvious a failure." 

British and German delegtes 
however have been hoping that 
the Europeans could help bridge 
the gap between the U.S. and the 
Third World over services, so that 
the American delegation could 
return home with an achievement 


which would ward off pro- 
tectionist pressures from the U.S. 
Congress. 

One senior European official 
told journalists (hat failure of the 
meeting would result in mutual 
recriminations among the Eur- 
opean Community, the Uniied 
Slates and the Third World and 
casi a dark shadow over world 
trade in at least the near future. 

GATT was founded in 1^48 ro 
try to prevent a recurrence of the 
protectionist trade wars of the 
1930s and the aim of the 
conference— the first ai ministerial 
level since 1 U73— was to decide on 
ways of bringing the agency's rules 
up to date and strengthening its 
mechanisms to help restrain pro- 
tectionism. 

But the recession and une- 
mployment have steered many 
members away from GATT's dis- 
cipline and towards curbing imp- 
orts and subsidising expons. 

The domestic stakes are high for 
all sides. U.S. Trade Rep- 
resentative William Brock has 
long insisted the Geneva meeting 
must agree to effective studies on 
trade in services and on food exp- 
on subsidies for it to he :< success. 

A group of U.S. senators acc- 
ompanied the American del- 
egation here and emphasised at 
every opponunity how great the 
pressure was at home for pro- 
tectionist measures if the meeting 
failed. 


Cyprus plans extra taxes 

NICOSI A ( R) — The Cyprus govermment pplans to collect an extra 
34 million Cyprus pounds ($68 million ) in taxes from its half-million 
people during 1983, according to budget figures published Friday. 

The 259 million pound ($518 million) budget was tabled in the 
house of representatives. The debate is expected to be a stormy one, 
.. -The most-contrevqrsial itei»-£ an increase xif l l-millipn pounds - 
•($22 ihiftionj irf income taxefr'KJ a total of 47 million pounds (S94 
million). 

The fact that 27 million pounds ($54 million) of this will come from 
workers’ wages and only 20 million ($40 million) from corporations 
and self-employed persons is likely to anger increasingly militant 
unions, analysts said. 

Despite the increased taxation and a grant of 14.5 million pounds 
($29 million) from the Greek government, the budget deficit should 
still reach 37 million pounds ($74 million). 


Tin producers meet Monday 

LAGOS (OPECNA) — A draft proposal for the formation of an 
association of tin producing countries will be considered Monday. 

Ministers and delegates from Australia. Bolivia. Indonesia. Mal- 
aysia, Thailand and Zaire are expected to attend the meeting which 
will be hosted by Nigeria, the fifth largest tin producer. 

The six-day meeting will examine the current low price for tin and , 
problems associated with the marketing of the metal. 

While the association is designed to protect the interests of tin 
producers. Mr. Subroto. Indonesian minister of mines and energy, 
said earlier this month that it would not challenge the International 
Tin Council. 


Thatcher denies trying 
to force down sterling 


EDINBURGH (R) — British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher insisted Friday night her 
government was not deliberately 
trying to push down the value of 
the pound to boost exports. 

She was speaking at the end of a 
week in which sterling came under 
intense pressure against other cur- 
rencies. After falling to a six-year 
low of $1.57, it rallied Friday ro 
$1.5950 following a rise in base 
lending rates by major banks Bar- 
clay's and. the Midland.. . ... 

Mrs. Thatcher said at a political 7 
dinner the government's first duty 
was the defence of the nation and 
the second “to give our people the 
assurances of sound money." 

"In the last few days the exc- 
hange markets of the world have 
been passing through a turbulent 
phase." she said. 

"In the lasr few days the exc- 
hange markets of the world have 
been passing through a turbulent 
phase," she said. 

"That is a feature of a world of 
floating rates for currency.... we 
do not have, we cannot have, a 
rate for sterling which we our- 
selves can fix regardless. But on 
one point there should be no sha- 
dow of doubt. This government is 
not in the business of searching for 
competitiveness by devaluing the 
currency," she continued. 


Mrs. Thatcher added; “That is a 
road that has been tried too often 
in the past, and all that has hap- 
pened is that any hopes of gain 
through cheaper prices for our 
exports have been swept aside by 
rising costs at home." 

“So those who attribute ro us a 
wish to see our currency devalued 
by seven percent or 10 per cent or 
whatever figure takes their fancy 
are talking utter nonsense. They 
simply do not understand the ste- 
adfast" purpose' of this gov- 
ernment." 

Mrs. Thatcher described as 
“dangerous and irresponsible not- 
ions" the opposition Labour 
Party’s recent call for a sterling 
devaluation, or a “massive fall in 
sterling" as she put it, ro improve 
Britain's economy. 

The run on the pound began 
earlier this month after analysts 
concluded it was overvalued. The 
decline speeded up with spe- 
culation that world oil prices were 
likely to decline, denting Britain's 
North Sea oil revenues. 

At first fhe prime minister’s 
advisers said the pound's fall 
would help exporters as British 
goods became cheaper against 
stronger currencies. But dealers 
said officials later became alarmed 
at the speed of the slide.

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Polish underground halts protests 


WARSAW (R) — Poland's underground opposition leaders have 
called off anti-government protests planned for Dec. 13. the firat 
anniversary of the military takeover amid growing signs that martial 
law will be lifted on that dale. 

A leaflet made available in Warsaw Saturday, signed by the pro- 
visional National Coordinating Committee (TKK) of the und- 
erground Solidarity movement, said the protests were being called 
off because of u new political situation in Poland. 

The TKK also said official decisions this month to release Lech 
Walesa, lender of the Solidarity free trade union, from internment 
and to announce the date of a visit next year by Pope John Paul II 
amounted to a proposal of a truce. 

Anv uenuine lasting truce required further concessions from the 
authorities, including the release of some 1 . 00ft Solidarity internees 
and reinstatement of people fired for political reasons, it added. 

It was the first statement by the TKK. which now has six members, 
since demonstrations and strikes called last month to protest against 
the outlawing of the independent Solidarity union drew only a lim- 
ited public response. 

The TKK said Mr. Walesa was still the democratically elected 
leader of the union, and added: “We hereby declare we are ready to 
submit ourselves to the decisions of Walesa." 

Mr. Walesa, freed on Nov. 14 after 1 1 months of internment, has 
remained silent on the activities of the underground and on his own 
future until he has had time to assess the situation after his long

“It allows the hope for at least a certain kind of truce between the 
authorities and society.” it said. 

**ln this situation we have decided to cancel the December protest 
actions called for in an announcement on Oct. 20.” the committee 
said. It was the first time the TKK has called off any planned protest 
action. . . 

The demonstrations earlier this month which drew only a limned 
public response had been called by the underground in protest aga- 
inst the banning of the Solidarity movement. 

The TKK siafement said Saturday that Dec. 16 should be a day of 
remembrance for those killed during worker unrest in Polish Baltic 
ports in December. 197ft. as well as for people who died during 
clashes. 

Rowers and wreaths should be placed on their graves and mem- 
orials and masses, said in their name, it added. 

Top Polish officials have said martial law would be lifted, barring 
unforeseen disturbances, at u session of the Sejm (parliament) on 
Dec. 13. 

The TKK statement said a truce "could create the right climate for 
lifting the country out of its economic crisis.” 

But among its demands was a call for a return to full workers' 
management in industry. The government has begun to revive the 
self-management schemes launched under pressure from Solidarity, 
but the opposition has said Lhe schemes restrict full workers' rights. 

The underground leaders did not specifically call for the res- 
toration of Solidarity, which was formally dissolved when the Sejm 
passed a bill establishing rules for new trade unions on Oct. 8 . 

But they demanded the re-activation of “organisations and ass- 
ociations. above all of creative and scientific workers, all writers, 
artists and film-makers” suspended under martial law. 

They also called for resumption of a comparatively liberal cen- 
sorship law passed during the Solidarity era. 


Sofia denies 
Italian charge 

VIENNA (R) — Bulgaria Sat- 
urday dented that an airline off- 
icial arrested in Rome on Thu- 
rsday had anything to do with the 
attempted assassination of Pope 
John Paul last year. 

A statement issued in Sofia by 
the official BTA news agency 
demanded the immediate release 
of Serguey Invanov Antonov and 
said his arrest was an inadmissible 
provocation against Bulgaria. 

It said allegations of his com- 
plicity in the attack on the Pope by 
Turkish gunman Mehmei Ali 
Agca were a nonsensical and abs- 
urd campaign of slander and lies. 

Investigating magistrate Ilario 
Martella said his enquiries had 
convinced him that the attack by 
Agca was carried out in criminal 
agreement with several acc- 
omplices . 


Foot under fire from Labour ranks 


LONDON (R) — British opp- 
osition leader Michael Foot, tra- 
iling behind Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher in the opinion 
polls, is coming under increasing 
attack from his own Labour Party 
ranks. 

Party sources said some Labour 
Members of Parliament were 
openly complaining about what 
they considered to be Mr. Foot's 
abysmal leadership and failure to 
unite all wings of the party against 
the ruling Conservatives.

Havana studies subway to 
ease transport chaos 


■HAVANA (R) — The city of 
Havana, plagued by an ina- 
dequate and often inefficient tra- 
nsport system, is studying the pos- 
sibility of building Cuba's first 
underground railway. 

Fernando Perez, the engineer 
who heads the study, said Soviet 
specialists were helping to design a 
rapid transport system for Havana 
which includes an underground 
network. » 

Lack of adequate urban tra- 
nsport has been a chronic problem 
for the past decade and a source of 
constant complaints by pas- 
sengers. 

Long queues and jam-packed 
buses hugging the ground or lea- 
ning at perilous angles because of 
badly distributed weight are 
common sights during Havana's 
rush hours. 

Transport Minister Guillermo 
Garcia said on television recently 
ihat at least part of the crisis was 
due to the huge increase in the 
number of passengers in recent - 


years. 

He said the number of trips on 
Havana's buses had jumped from 
eight million a day to 10.5 million 
since 1977. 

According to a mechanic at one 
of Havana's bus repair depots, bad 
driving, a lack of spare parts due to 
shortage of hard currency, and 
adequate maintenance are the 
cause of frequent breakdowns. 

Passengers complain constantly 
of drivers who ignore fixed sch- 
edules, exceed the speed limit, 
brake too abruptly, overshoot the 
bus slops and negotiate bends like 
Grand Prix drivers. 

“It is the spirit of machismo that 
makes them drive that way." one 
Havana bus driver commented. 

"The saving grace.” a daily pas- 
senger from Havana said, “is the 
cheap price of public transport 
here." A bus ride to any point in 
Havana costs only five centavos 
(about seven U.S. cents). 

Cuba uses buses from a number 
of nations, including Japan, Hun- 
gary, Spain, and Czechoslovakia. 


C AlRO ( R) — The brother of the 
late President Anwar Sadat den- 
ied charges of massive fraud Sat- 
urday in a case said to be sym- 
ptomatic of an era of corruption in 
Egypt. 

“I am innocent” 58-vear-old 
Ismat Sadat declared from an 
iron-railed enclosure in the high 
court of justice. 

“They say I got rich through 
fraud. If the government can find 
any of these riches it can keep 
them.” 

Mr. Sadat was speaking to rep- 
orters and television crews who 
swarmed round the prisoners' enc- 
losure for an impromptu news 
conference that brought court 
proceedings to a temporary halt. 

It was the first day of a hearing 
at which Mr. Sadat sat in the enc- 
losure with three of his sons. Also 
charged were two of his three 
wives and 12 other children. 

The trial before a special tri- 
bunal known as the court of ethics 
began in some confusion as the 
presiding judge. Dr. Rifa A1 Kha- 
fagi. mistook a spectator for Mr. 
Sadat and ordered him into the 
dock. 

" But I am not Ismat Sadat,” the 
man protested.” I am his brother 
Talat.” 

The case has been blazoned 
across the Egyptian press for the 
past two months, with leaks lib- 
erally fed from the prosecutor's 
office. The Sadat family was acc- 
used of an extensive series of swi- 
ndles which nened millions of 
Egyptian pounds, largely from 
land and property deals. 

Saturday's hearing was called 
on a technicality to determine 
whether an order prohibiting Mr. 
Sadat and his family from leaving 
the country should remain in 
force. 

The ban was upheld for Mr. 
Sadat, four of his sons, a daughter 
and his two wives. The panel of I ft 
judges decided to lift the order for 
seven other sons and three dau- 
ghters. 


Pretoria frees 
34 mercenaries 

PRETORIA ( R) - Thirty-four of 
42 white mercenaries convicted 
on hijack charges after an uns- 
uccessful attempt to overthrow 
Seychelles President Albert Rene 
last year were released from Jail 
Saturday a prisons department 
spokesman said. 

The 34 men were freed from 
Johannesburg's Doomkop prison 
early Saturday after serving four 
months there. 

At the hijack trial in Pie- 
termaritzburg the 34 mercenaries 
were given five-year prison terms 
the statutory minimum for the off- 
ence — but the judge suspended all 
but six months of their sentences. 

Under South African law, pri- 
soners serving terms of less than 
two years are eligible for rem- 
ission of up to one -third of Lheir i 
sentences for good behaviour. 

Mercenary leader Col. Mike 
("Mad Mike") Hoare was jailed 
for 1 0 years and seven others rec- 
eived sentences of one to five 
years. Their applications for leave 
to appeal were rejected. 

Charges against the men were 
brought under South African civil 
aviation laws linked to int- 
ernational anti-hijack agr- 
eements. The men were arrested 
at Durban's Louis Botha airport 
after commandeering an Air India 
aircraft in the Seychelles when 
their coup bid foiled. 


NEW DELHI (R) — French Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand started 
folks with Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi Saturday after the 
two countries settled differences 
over nuclear fuel supplies. 

Mr. Mitterrand, who is seeking 
special commercial and political 

ties with the developing world, 
flew in from Egypt for a four-day 
visit. 

In an airport speech, he stressed 
admiration for India’s non- 
aligned foreign policy and said the 
two countries were anxious that 
the world “should escape from the 
grip of opposing military blocs.” 

A cloud over Mr. Mitterrand's 
visit lifted when the two countries 
announced an agreement, only 
hours before his arrival, under 
which France will take over a U.S. 
contract for uranium supplies to 
the Tarapur power plant near 
Bombay. 

French insistence on strict saf- 
eguards had blocked agreement 
since Paris offered to take over the 
19-year-old contract four months 


ago. No details of the accord sig- 
ned by senior officials have been 
released. 

The United States cut off ura- 
nium supplies to India, which has 
'tarried out midear tests, under a 
1978 law banning them to cou- 
ntries that had not signed the nuc- 
lear non-proliferation treaty. 

French officials said they exp- 
ected the accord to give impetus to 
other Indian projects in which 
France was seeking participation. 

Trade between the two cou- 
ntries has blossomed since the 
Mitterrand administration began 
cultivating India 1 8 months ago as 
one of three "pillars” on which to ; 
establish a new French presence in 
the Third World. 

In the biggest deal. India ord- 
ered 40 Mirage-2000 combat air- 
craft in October. 

Gen. Jacques Mitterrand, the 
president’s brother and head of 
the state firm Aerospatiale, and 
Foreign Trade Minister Michel 
Jobert are in New Delhi seeking 
further Indian orders. 


Mrs. Gandhi deplores 
India’s huge population 


PARIS (R) — Indian Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi said in an int- 
erview published here Friday that 
her government's efforts to dev- 
elop India were being wrecked by 
the increasing size of the pop- 
ulation. 

In the interview, published in 
the newspaper Le Monde on the 
eve of a visit to India by French 
President Francois Mitterrand. 
Mrs. Gandhi said her government 
was trying to control the pop- 
ulation by persuasion and edu- 
cation, although the opposition 
had accused it of using constraint. 

“But the population has nev- 
ertheless doubled since ind- 
ependence (m 1947),” she said: 
“All our efforts at education, hea- 
lth, employment, and above all 
housing are vain against this sea of 
human beings." 

India's population was about 
690 million in 1981. and officials 
estimate it will rise to about one 
billion by the year 2000 . ■ 

Mrs. Gandhi, present head of 
the Non-Aligned Movement 
which India helped to found, rea- 


ffirmed Indian neutrality. 

“ But it is true that the USSR has 
always been at our side in difficult 
moments and that it helped us 
build up oar Industry when the 
United States and West Germany 
had refused us their cooperation,” 
Mrs. Gandhi told Le Monde. 

She said the Non-, Aligned Mov- 
ement, which will hold its next 
summit in New Delhi next March, 
was as important as ever although 
it would have to tackle an image of 
disunity which may have been 
caused by the increase in the num- 
ber of members. 

On the presence of Soviet tro- 
ops in Afghanistan, Mrs. Gandhi 
said persuasion, not con- 
demnation, was the best way to 
approach the situation. 

Asked if the Soviet presence 
had threatened India by causing 
an arms build-up in neighbouring 
Pakistan, Mrs. Gandhi said: 

"That would have happened 
anyway. Pakistan has simply taken 
advantage of the situation. It 
found a pretext, a very good exc- 
use.” 


Why Mitterrand did not 
take Reagan’s phone call 


ASWAN. Egypt (R) — French 
President Francois Mitterrand 
explained why he declined to acc- 
ept a telephone call from Pre- 
sident Reagan shortly before the 
U.S. leader announced the lifting 
of sanctions over the Soviet gas 
pipeline. 

U.S. officials said the president 
tried to reach Mr. Mitterrand on 
Nov. 13 to resolve French obj- 
ections to an announcement that 
there was an agreement among 
the allies on East-West linked to a 
U.S. decision to lift the embargo. 

Asked why he did not accept 
Mr. Reagan's call, the French pre- 
sident said: "You don't negotiate 
a quarter of an hour before (an 
announcement). 

France has denied there was any 
agreement and diplomats said the 
affair had sharpened differences 
between the United States and the 


French Socialist government. 

Speaking to reporters in this 
southern Egyptian town, Friday. 
Mr. Mitterrand said his staff had 
warned the White House twice on 
the day of President Reagan's 
radio announcement -that France 
would not go along with an accord. 

Mr. Mitterrand said he had set 
out France's position in a letter to 
Mr. Reagan. He said the letter was 
“a reminder that the U.S. cannot 
be unaware that France ... will not 
accept that the free exercise of her 
sovereignty be called into play." 

Mr. Mitterrand repeated an ear- 
lier statement that he was cau- 
tiously hopeful of better relations 
with the Soviet Union under its 
new leader Yuri Andropov. 

Mr. Mitterrand said former 
French 1 Prime Minister Edgar 
Faure was about to visit the Soviet 
Union and had consulted him on | 
the trip. I 


Weinberger to reassure NATO about 
scope and timing of U.S. nuclear plan 


U.S. denies violation of 
treaty with Soviet Union 


WASHINGTON (R) — Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger will 
reassure NATO allies in Brussels 
next week that the U.S. Pershing- 
II and Cruise missile programmes 
are on schedule- and will not be 
expanded, a senior defence off- 
icial said. 

The official, who declined to be 
identified, also said Mr. Wei- 
nberger will attempt at North Atl- 
antic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) nuclear planning and 
defence ministers meetings to 
"refute the notion that the United 
States is looking forward to nuc- 
lear war." 

He was apparently referring to 
.remarks by President Reagan, Mr. 
Weinberger and others that were 
interpreted by the allies as imp- 
lying U.S. plans to fight and win a 
protracted nuclear war. 

Mr. Weinberger will leave 
Washington on Sunday for the 
folks, which begin on Tuesday. 

The official said test failures and 
delays on the Pershing missile. 
108 of which are to be based in 
West Germany starting in Dec. 
1983, "are the normal dev- 
elopment problems" experienced 
by new weapons. 

The Pershing- II exploded on its 
first test launch last July, and other

Richard Perle. assistant sec- 
retary of defence for international 
security policy, disputed pub- 
lished reports in Western Europe 
that Washington wanted to put as 
many as 216 Pershings in West 
Germany and speed Cruise missile 
deployment. 

He said a re-load capability for 
the 108 Pershing-II launchers had 
been discussed but no decisions 
were made. 

.Asked what- had sparked such 
concerns in Europe, Mr. Perle rep- 
lied: "It doesn't take much to cre- 
ate a furore in West Germany over 
nuclear issues.” 

He said plans remained as they 
were in 1979 -- to deploy 108 
Pershings along with associated 
spares, which he described as pans 
without nuclear warheads that 
would not be operable weapons. 


He also disputed press reports 
that initial equipment for the mis- 
siles would be delivered to Europe 
early next year, raising concerns 
that Washington sought to speed 
deployment. 

Mr. Perle said the missiles req- 
uired large quantities of tra- 
nsporters, launchers and com- 
munications equipment but the 
.weapons would not be operable 
until ali the parts bad been ass- 
embled at the sites and (he missiles 
were armed. 

He said some of this equipment 
would be shipped to Western 
Europe several months before 
scheduled deployment but the 
actual date for deployment rem- 
ained as agreed by NATO. 

State Department spokesman 
John Hughes said there were no 
differences between Washington 
and Bonn over plans to station 
Pershing missiles in West Ger- 
many if there is no agreement 
between the United States and the 
Soviet Union in their Geneva 
negotiations to limit missiles in 
Europe. 

“We’re sticking by the original 
numbers and the original dec- 
ision .” Mr. Hughes told a State 
Department press briefing. 


WASHINGTON (R) — The Uni- 
ted Stales has rejected a Soviet 
charge that President Reagan’s 
plan to deploy lftO new MX mis- 
siles violated arms control agr- 
eements. 

State Department spokesman 
John Hughes said it remained U.S. 
policy to take no action which 
would undercut existing arms con- 
trol agreements so Jong as the So v- 
iet Union showed equal restraint. 

The United States refused to 
ratify the 1979 strategic arms lim- 
itation treaty (SALT II) with the 
Soviet troops entered Afg- 
hanistan. But each government 
has promised to abide by its terms 
as long as the other does the same, 

Mr. Hughes said the Reagan 
plan to site 100 closely-spaced 
MX missiles in Wyoming, making 
some of them invulnerable in the- 
ory to a surprise attack, was fully 
consistent with this policy. 

The Soviet Communist Party 
newsjjaper Pravda, in an article 
violate SALT and Moscow would 
respond with new weapons of its 
own. 

SAL-T II laid down that neither 
side could build any additional 
fixed launchers for Int- 
ercontinental Ballistic Missiles

Mr. Richard Perle, assistant 
secretary of defence for int- 
ernational security policy, also 
disputed Moscow’s charge, telling 
reporters: "There is nothing in. 
SALT to preclude the deployment 
of the MX.” 

He said there was considerable 
evidence on the other hand that 
the Soviet Union had acted inc- 
onsistently with SALT II pro- . 
hibirions in developing its SS-I 6 
missile. 

A protocol to the treaty exp- 
iring at the end of last year, four 
years before SALT II itself exp- 
ired. banned the testing or dep- 
loyment of mobile missiles. 

Mr. Perle said America’s pro- 
posed MX could be moved along 
with its canister-laucher and thus 
would not violate the treaty ban 
on additional fixed launchers. 

Mr. Hughes told reporters the 
launcher for the MX missile was a 
canister specifically designed to be 
capable of being moved from one 
shelter to another. 

"The vertical shelter, although 
fixed, is not a launcher,” he said. 
“The transportable canister itself 
contains essentially ail the equ- 
ipment needed to launch the mis- 
sile.”
